Translation Notes 


Common Honorifics 


-san: The Japanese equivalent of Mr./Mrs./Miss. If a situation calls 

for politeness, this is the fail-safe honorific. 

kun: Used most often when referring to boys, this indicates affection or 
familiarity. Occasionally used by older men among their peers, but it may 

also be used by anyone referring to a person of lower standing. 

~chan: An affectionate honorific indicating familiarity used mostly in 
reference to girls; also used in reference to cute persons or animals 

of either gender. 

-(0)nii-chan: A familiar, somewhat childish way to refer to one’s older brother. 
-(o)nee-chan: A familiar, somewhat childish way to refer to one's older sister. 
suffix used to address upperclassmen or more experienced coworkers. 
-sensei: A respectful term for teachers, artists, or high-level professionals. 

no honorific: Indicates familiarity or closeness; if used without permission 

or reason, addressing someone in this manner would constitute an insult. 


Page 89 - School Regulations 

Japanese high schools have strict dress codes that usually 
prohibit or limit piercings, tattoos, and hair coloring. 

As the student council president, one of Sengoku’s 

duties is to enforce school regulations such as informing 
students when they are breaking said regulations. 


Page go - Nay, ’tis, 
Miyamura actually says “akan” in the Japanese version, which 
would be recognized by Japanese readers as part of the Kansai 
dialect. Kansai is the name of the large plains area west of Tokyo 
upon which the cultural capitol of Japan, Kyoto, and the economic 
capitol, Osaka, were built. Since Japan's current political capitol, 
Tokyo, is built on the Kanto plain on the eastern side of Japan, Kanto 
is sometimes referred to as East Japan, while Kansai is West Japan. 


Page 113 - It’s creepy when you call me by my first name. 
In addition to the honorifics listed above, the use of personal names 
can also indicate the social distance between people. Typically, 
very close friends, family members, and romantic partners will 

use a person's given name—classmates, distant acquaintances, 
coworkers, and strangers call them by their family name. 


Page 123 - Valentine’s Day 
In Japan, this holiday is usually celebrated by couples spending 
the day together and girls giving boys they like chocolate. Unlike 
in the United States, a month later boys have the chance to return 
the favor on March 14, which is also known as White Day. 


Page 157 - Duty/Friend Chocolate 
While the chocolates given on Valentine’s Day are oftentimes 

intended as romantic declarations to the giver's object of affection, 
some parties also use the holiday to show thanks and appreciation 

to coworkers, close friends, classmates, or family members. Duty 
chocolate is most often handed out to coworkers, bosses, or classmates 
as a general show of respect. Friend chocolate is usually given to 

close friends and family members to show appreciation or thanks. 


Page 166 - Pave de Geneve 
Chocolate cubes made of milk or dark chocolate, lightly dusted with 
cocoa powder. It is rumored that these chocolate squares were 
inspired by the cobblestones on a road in Switzerland. It is unknown 
whether the almost identical dessert called namachoko in Japan was 
truly influenced by the Swiss dessert or developed independently. 
However, given Miyamura’s background as a baker's son, the dessert 
name is translated as Pave de Geneve instead of namachoko.
